ONE-HALF of the people of the United States live in the 
country. They are fishermen, miners, tim be r m en and 
farmers ; most largely farmers. 

They produce the raw materials from which all wealth is 
created. 

They do more than one-half of all the work. They ought to 
get at least one-half of all the wealth created. 

The other half of the people of the United States are mostly 
employed in transportation, in manufactures, storage, exchange, 

dictiibution and in professional services. 

They do the other half of the work and ought to get the other 
half of all the weilth created. 

There is a >mall minority of the people who render no use- 
ful >er\ice> <»f any They are the exploiters. An exploiter 
i* tnu' uh«>. !•> any pr«H'c>*. gets something for nothing or takes 
more than he pves. 

The r\|<l< titers arc only a handful of the people, but they take 
the l.ir^or share ««f all the wealth produced and they have com- 
plex 0 nit ml of industry, of commerce and of politics. 

The exploiters are able to take the larger share of all the 
wealth created through their power as private owners of the land, 
the mine-., the forests, the steamships, the railways, the great 
factories, the hank.s and markets. All these are controlled by the 
great private iwmopilies. 

These monopolies ii\ the wages of hired labor and they fix 
the selling prico of farm products. They also fix the charges 
for transportation, (or storage, for manufactures, for exchange 
and for the private use ot the public credit. j 
Human exi^enc* ran not be maintained without the use of these ' 
things and all these thing* are absolutely controlled ty the exploiters. 
In thl* way. they are able to force down t'jc prices which both the wage : 
workers and farmer* get and to force up the prices which both the wage . 
worker* and the farmer* pay. Roth farmer* and wage workers take what; 
they arc offered and pay what they are aeked.

* mind that the mine, forest and farm workers do one-half of all the 
work. Therefore, they ought to be able to aell their unmanufactured pro- 
ducts tor enough so that the net returns for their labor would buy one 
half the finished goods produced from the material* supplied by them. 

The other one-half, were it available for the purpose, would more 
than pay for all other services Involved in finishing the processes of pro- 
duction and pay more than double the rate of wages now paid to all tho 
other workers. 

Now, when the farmer get* a woolen suit, he does not get one woolen

Hence it la that none of the above advantages can 
be secured for any share of the workers except by a program which will 
at the name time *ecure them for all the workers.

C0K8TTTITIO5AL CHANGES* 

The ltll National Committee 
meeting to ended and among other 
things a number of changes are pro 
posed to the constitution. Many of 
them are wise and should he ap- 
proved by too mssBtorahip. Some on 
the other hand are Questionable and 
should bo carefully considered by 
the rank and file before they are 
made a part of tho constitution. 

Hitherto It has been the usual 
practice of tho membership to vote 
YES on every measure proposed by 
the National Committo or In conven- 
tion and thou accuse the "bunch" 
of taking out of the hands of thq 
rank and file the control of the par- 
ty, when as a matter of fact tt has 
always been done If at all by the 
members themselves. 

The constitution as amended by 
the membership In 1*12 and 1M4 
waa lees democratic than before. The 
proposal to restore the percentage 
for Initiating general referendums 
from 10 to I Is wise as Is that to 
change from 20% to •% In Initiat- 
ing constitutional amendments. The 
proposols to lay closer restrictions 
on members In their voting in reg- 
is sj . v-i ». •* ' • aa *i . .C 4--: I • % .^i.'iu^.. -. • ■ 

Executive Committee administrative 
are wise but the proposal to again 
place }n the hands of the rank and 
file the selection of the Executive 
Secretary, and tke National Execu- 
tive Committee is a serious proposi- 
tion open to oueatlon. Personally 
I believe it to be unwise, sot In the 
Interest of the party aad not neces- 
sarily democratic 

The rank and file Is fitted to de- 
termine the general policy of the 
party. Only ao long as the power 
to do this Is held by the rank and 
file is it safe. It doea not follow 
however that the rank and file to 
fitted to Intelligently select the men 
or women who are to carry out that 
policy, to administer party affaire. 
The one Is a matter of principle, 
the other is a matter of men. The 
membership may safely and wisely 
determine the former. They may 
have and usually do have no ade- 
quate knowledge of the latter. 

It Is safe to say that In the ma- 
jority of cases when the rank and 
file hkvo exercised this function 
their action has been determined by 
guess or by the knowledge of candi- 
date's reputation as a speaker or 
writer. Executive ability Is not 
usually shouted from the house top. 
Ability to speak or write well as a 
propagandist doea not presuppose 
executive ability. Indeed these two 
qualltlea are seldom found highly 
developed in the same person. The 
wider the scope from which these 
candidates are to be selected the 
less capable is the membership to 
choose wisely.

This part of the book Is like all of, 
tho other works on unemployment 
— unsatisfactory from the socialist 
standpoint, in that It falls to suffi- 
ciently emphasise the necessity of 
publte ownership and control of In- 
dustry as the one final solution of 
the problem.
